Governor  Babcock,  a  Republican,  has  been  Montana’s  chief  ^ 
executive  since  Jan.  25,  1962,  when  he  succeeded  to  the  state’s  —  5 

office  upon  the  death  of  his  friend.  Gov.  Donald  G.  Nutter,  who 
was  killed  in  a  plane  crash  with  feor-nthers  near  Wolf  Creek.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Babcock  was  born  in  Littlefield,  Minn.,  Oct.  27,  1919,  and 
was  brought  to  a  homestead  near  Glendive  by  his  parents  when  he 
was  a  small  boy.  His  formal  education  ended  with  graduation  from 
Dawson  County  High  School  and  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II. 

He  served  three  years  as  a  combat  infantryman  and  returned  to 
civilian  life  as  a  truck  driver.  He  took  an  interest  in  community  af¬ 
fairs,  in  politics  and  in  developing  his  own  business,  which  now  is 
the  Babcock  &  Lee  Transportation  Co.,  a  petroleum  transportation 
firm.  He  served  in  the  House  of  Representatives  as  a  Republican 
from  Custer  County  in  1953  and  from  Yellowstone  County  in  1957 
and  1959.  He  was  elected  Lieutenant  Governor  in  1960  by  more 
than  16,000  votes  and  succeeded  to  the  governorship  in  January, 

1962.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Betty  Ruth  Lee  and  they  have 
two  daughters,  Lorna  and  Marla.
